The employment of labor in the field 
operations and in exploration is in itself 
important, The distribution of scores of 
millions of dollars in payment of wages and 
purchase of equipment and supplies is 
stimulating national business, The addition 
to the sum-total of the fuel supply of the 
nation is bound to play a part in easing the 
heating problem.
